Ban lifted on foreign parcel post 


The Romulus post office has been informed 
that the embargo on surface international 
mail has been lifted and it can now' accept 
parcel post to foreign countries. 

Jack Vrabel. officer-in-charge of the U S. 
Postal Service in Romulus, recommends 
using air mail as an alternative to surface 
mail which will insure, he says, delivery by 
Christmas .

“It seems that after they were elected, they 
forgot that they are supposed to be public 
servants. They act like we shouldn’t be there. 
We don’t feel welcome by their attitude,” she 
remarked. 

Mrs. Voight, the mother of two grade school 
children said she got into the recall drive “not 
to hurt people, but because it had to be done. 

“I’m doing in the best interests of the 
children in the community. I just happen to be 
a housewife who cares,” she added. 

She said her group, spearheaded by Mrs. 
Theresa Kraft, numbers 30 to 35 parents and 
school district voters who are still dissatisfied 
with five board trustees. They are: President 
Gerald Budd, Secretary Gloria Chandler,

(Bath resigied at the board’s last TreeUng. 
Therefore, his name on the petition is mere 
a technical formality, she said.) 

Although Mrs. Voight said the elimination , 
of busing was the group’s original reason for 
the recall drive when it began last Sept. 24, 
the group is still not happy. 

“Because someone ri#its a wrong, that 
doesn’t mean that they were not wrong in the 
first place,” she said. She added that her 
group feels the board made a mistake and 
used bad judgment in ordering the cutback in 
busing. 

She also tit ed the board’s recent 
restoration of programs and services, in tha 
wake of the approval by voters of 8.5 mills, 
reflected unrealistic priorities. 

“One of the things the board voted to do we* 
to spend $25,000 to improve lighting at 
Beverly Elementary School. At the same 
time, it approved a committee to investigate 
the closing of several schools, including 
Beverly school. It doesn’t seem to make much 
sense,” she said. 

Of particular importance to those sup- 
porting the re call effort was what Mrs. Volgnt 
termed “a lack cf communications between 
the board and the public, and lack of com- 
munications between the administration and 
the board, on the recent millage election.” 

Although she admitted the language on tho 
ballot was clearly stated at the millage 
election, she said many taxpayers who voted 
“yes” were unaware of what they had voted 
for. 

“Most of them do not know that the millage 
they voted for on last Nov. 8 is retroactive to 
last January and that they will have to pay for 
the whole first year very shortly,” she said. 

She said it would be more fair if taxpayers 
paid a smaller portion of the first year of the 
five-year levy, possibly half. 

At the last board meeting, she said she 
questioned several board members on the 
retoractive aspect of the millage. 

“Most of them were conftised even now and 
were unclear about the whole thing,” she 
asserted. 

On Monday, the group turned in recall 
petitions to Supt James Garfield, who in turn, 
will give them to Qerk Leonard Folmar for 
checking of signatures for validity. Lacking 
funds for legal counsel, she said, they asked 
around until they found the proper course of 
action to follow 

Folmar has 15 days to check the names on 
the petitions before declaring them sufficient 
or insufficient. If deemed sufficient, he will 
turn them over to the Wayne County clerk f jt 
verificatioa If he approves the names on the 
petitions, he has I5days to notify o committee 
to set up the recall election within 60 days. 

Therefore, according to Folmar, the 
minimum amount of time for a recall elec- 
tion, after he receives the petitions, is 90 days. 

Mrs Voight said her group obtained a 
minimum of 1,584 and a maximum of 1,604 
names on the petitions for recall, more than 
the 1,300 required

with the world, and you fed safe and 
secure. 

And you will be safe if you take a 
few precautions before you sit back 
and enjoy the holidays. 

Every year fires and severe 
electric shocks from holiday 
decorations end the season abruptly 
for thousands of Americans. Sports 
and recreation equipment and toys 
— great holiday gifts — also in- 
crease the injury toll, if they are not 
selected and used with care. 

The following accidents were 
taken from the files of the U.S. 
Consumer Product Safety Com- 
mission. The names are fictitious, 
the facts are true. 

Malfunctioning Christmas tree 
lights threw off sparks that ignited 
the presents and carpets underneath 
the tree in the Fisher home. 
Lorraine tried to put out the fire, but 
it spread rapidly through two floors 
of her apartment building, causing 
$250,000 in damage. Some residents 
had to jump off their balconies to 
escape the smoke and fire. 

Six-month-old Jack fell onto his 
toy truck. The metal prongs on the 
truck penetrated his skull and had to 
be removed at a hospital emergency 
room. He was hospitalized for two 
days. 

Thirteen-year-old Peter Daly was 
permanently paralyzed from his 
waist down when he fell off his 
skateboard after it hit a rise in the 
sidewalk. 

To help you prevent such ac- 
cidents and keep your holiday 
season joyful, the U.S. Consumer 
Product Safety Commission offers 
these safety suggestions. 

TREES 

A dry tree is a fire hazard, so 
before you buy a cut tree, check it 
for freshness. The needles on a fresh 
tree will bend; needles on a dry tree 
feel brittle and break, or fall off. 
when you try to bend them. When 
you bring your tree home, cut the 
butt end off diagonally one or two 
inches from the bottom. The 
diagonal cut allows more water to be 
absorbed into the tree. 

Make sure the tree is held securely 
in a sturdy tree stand. FiD the tree 
stand with enough water to com- 
pletely cover the cut line and check 
it every day to make sure there is 
plenty of water in it. 

Set your tree up away from the 
fireplace, heat vents and other heat 
sources. And make sure it ’

out, or carefully repair, any da- 
maged sets. Replace burned out 
bulbs before you put the strings 
on the tree, so you don't have to 
stretch to some hard-to-reach place 
later. Be careful not to overload 
extension cords and wall sockets. 

Never decorate metal trees with 
electric lights. This could present a 
severe shock hazard. Instead, use a 
colored spotlight to light the tree. 

When you put on the ornaments, 
remember to place the delicate 
glass ornaments high on the tree, out 
of the reach of children and pets. 
And don't use lighted candles to 
decorate your tree; they can easily 
start a fire. 

For outdoor lighting, make sure 
the lights are designed and clearly 
marked for outdoor use. As with the 
indoor tree lights, check the strings 
carefully before you set them up 
outside. Always turn off and unplug 
your holiday lights, inside and 
outside, when you leave the house or 
go to bed. 

The Consumer Product Safety 
Commission has put together a 
checklist for toys and recreational 
equipment for your convenience. 

TOYS 

Keep the child’s age, interests, 
and skill level in mind, especially 
when you buy toys for pre-schoolers: 
— Look for well-constructed toys. 
— Make sure there are not sharp 
edges or points on the toys. 

— Check for small, loosely at- 
tached parts, including buttons, that 
can be pulled off and swallowed. 

— Avoid toys that produce ex- 
cessive noise that can damage 
hearing and propelled objects that 
can injure eyes. 

— Electrical toys with heating 
elements should only be bought for 
children 8 years and older. 

— Remember that adult super- 
vision can prevent accidents. 


SPORTS AND 

RECREATION EQUIPMENT 

— Select equipment that is right 
for the age, size and interest of the 
person. A child could lose control, 
for instance, of too large a bicycle 
that he is supposed to "grow into". 

— Look for well-built equipment. 

— Buy protective gear for com- 
petitive sports. 

SKATEBOARDS 

— Look for a well-constructed 
skateboard. *

are properly secured. They should 
be checked regularly during use. 


— Beginners hould practice the 
basics before trying tricky 
maneuvers. 

— Never skateboard in the street 
or around cars.

Even better, 
dress like serious skateboarders do: 
elbow pads, knee pads, heavy gloves 
and helmet.

SKI EQUIPMENT 

— Equipment must be properly 
fitted, adjusted and maintained. The 
beginner should rely on a reputable 
ski shop for fit and adjustment. 

— The ski boot should fit well into 
the binding. To avoid a mismatch, 
take the boots along when you 
purchase bindings at a ski shop. 


SNOWMOBILES 

When you buy, look for; 

~ Guards for the drive chain and 
all other moving parts. 

— Adequate padding on the dash, 
steering bar, and back end of the 
seat. 

A snow flap in back to keep 
snow off the tail light. 

— A windshield which does not 
have a sharp edge that the driver 
could hit on collision. 

T A built ‘»n emergency shut-off 
switch that is easy to reach. 

~ Shielding around exhaust pipes 
and other high temperature engine 
parts to protect you from bums. 

When you use a snowmobile, wear 
warm, windproof protective 
clothing, including snowmobile-type 
mittens and felt inner-liner boots. A 
safety helmet and goggles are 
necessary. 


SLEDS. TOBOGGANS 
AND SNOW DISKS 

— Check for sturdy construction. 

— Look for secure handholds. 

— Avoid equipment with sharp, 
jagged edges and protruding rivets. 

— Look for an energy-absorbing 
pad for the seat of toboggans. 

— Check sleds for easy steering 
without jamming.

According to council executive 
secretary, Owen Jansson, the major 
purpose of the meeting is to provide 
Watershed Council delegates, 
governmental officials, and the 
general public an updated report on 
proposed metroparks for the Huron 
River system. 


Jansson noted that the activities 
and plans of the Huron-Ginton 
authority should be of interest to all 
inhabitants of the region, since 
HCMA is the second largest lan- 
downer in the watershed and the 
authority’s operations are financed 
largely through a direct property 
tax levy on property owners in the 
five-county area served. 

HCMA was established by 
legislative act in 1940for the propose 
of providing outdoor recreational 
opportunities in the Huron and 
Clinton river basins. 

Speakers for the program will 
include Robert Bryan, secretary and 
development manager of HCMA. 
Bryan will review locations and 
development plans for proposed 


parks, such as Indian Springs, 
Green Oaks and Lake Erie, and will 
also touch on some of the new 
developments at existing facilities 
such as Hudson Mills. 

The Huron River Watershed 
Council, sponsor of the meeting, is 
an intergovernmental agency 
organized to promote cooperation 
and coordination between units of 
government on water resource 
issues in the drainage basin of the 
Huron River, and to keep the total 
watershed public informed on such 
issues.

yet seen a statement into finance 
charge formulas," Piawecki added. 
"Under the uniform financing 
formula I am proposing, a consumer 
should be able to clearly understand 
the precise amount upon which the 
finance charge is based." 

Plawecki’s formula would require 
that before the finance charge is 
computed, any payments would 
have to be subtracted from the 
unpaid balance. In addition, charges 
made during the current billing 
period could not be included as part 
of that unpaid balance. 

The balance remaining would be 
multiplied by no more than the 
allowable interest rate (1.5 percent) 
to determine the finance charge. 

Finance chages allowed on retail 
cards issued by department stores 
oil companies, etc., would be 
reduced under Plawecki’s measure 
from 1.7 to 1.5 percent monthly. 

"Another significant provision in 
this legislation," said Piawecki, 
"is the requirement that consumers 
be notified in the event of any sort of 
payment which would be larger than 
the average installment payment"

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RHS gains recognition 


for its career ed work

Romulus High School is becoming well- 
known all over the state for its work in the 
field of career education. 

Led by innovative E.L. Sheffield, the local 
program has become a model concept and is 
being copied by the State Dept, of Education 
for use in many other school districts. 

R.H.S. made a film strip on its career 
education program, using students, teachers, 
business and community people and parents 
in completing the instructional film. 

TTie Michigan Dept, of Education and 
Michigan PTA co-sponsored a series of 
conferences around the state on career 
education 

So impressed were state and other 
education officials that the state duplicated 
100 copies of the Romulus High School film 
strip for showing in other localities to explain 
the concept of career education. 

“We are delighted that Career Education in 


Romulus Schools is being used as a model 
system or concept around the state. “ Shef- 
field said. 

Participants in the statewide series of 
workshops included staff members of the 
State Dept, of Education, representatives of 
business and industry, career educators from 
local school districts, members of legislative 
delegations in Washington and Lansing, and 
also many parents. 

“Career Education embraces all elements 
of education and requires cooperative par- 
ticipation of both school officials and the 
community,” Sheffield said 

“Much thought and planning has been in- 
jected into the curriculumn, encompassing 
self-awareness, career exploitation and 
decision-making 

“The students incorporate their academics 
and the role of work into a joint learning 
experience,” he continued.” “Basic studies 
become more meaningful that way.” 


Sheffield said most of the success of 
Romulus’ career education program comes 
from getting students directly involved. 

“Language skills are better instilled when a 
letter is written by a student and actually 
mailed by a letter carrier,” he noted. 

“Likewise, math and language becomes 
more interesting when a recipe is carefully 
followed in making “Dinosaur Soup”. 

Sheffield added, “Knowledge of self and the 
relationship to others may be explained 
tghrough occupational role-playing - such as 
trying out tools, weighing produce, 
manufactguring a checker game in assembly 
line fashion or making an item for exchange 
or sale 

“Career education utilized academics by 
being taught in a practical setting,” Sheffield 
concluded in describing the local program. 

Sheffield is proud of the local career 
education prgram and believes it’s very 
productive and helpful. 

And people all around the state who have 
seen the program agree with him.

Money lacking for new post office 


Although the Romulus city administration 
is vigorously pursuing action to get a new post 
office building here, first word from the man 
who counts — Joseph J. Loukotka, Detroit 
postmaster — put a damper on the proposal. 

The postmaster was asked to respond to a 
letter and council - passed resolution sent last 
Thursday by Mayor William M. Oakley to his 
office requesting that a new post office be 
built next to the municipal center complex on 
land already owned by the federal govern- 
ment. 


Loukotka said he had not seen Oakley's 
letter, so he could not comment in detail on 
his request However, he said Romulus does 
have its own post office, although its 20 mail 
carriers work out of the Taylor post office. 

Last year, the U.S. Postal Service, then 
under a nationwide economy drive, cut back 
on postal operations in Romulus, transferring 
mail carriers to Taylor and leaving only two 
windows open at theold post office for sales of 
stamps, money orders, food stamps and some 
parcel post service.

. . . a new post office would 'restore lost faith 
in our federal government'. . . 


Oakley started the local drive to get a new 
post office facility at a recent meeting of “We 
the People” when hepassed out 50 petitions to 
be circulated throughout the city. Since then, 
the city council unanimously approved a 
resolution asking federal representatives of 
the city to intercede in its behalf. ‘ 

Copies of the resolu tion were sent to Detroit 
Postmaster Loukotka, Senators Robert 
Griffin and Don Riegle, Rep. William D. Ford 
and the U.S. Postal Service. 

Council action to send the resolution came 
after some 1,000 names on petitions were 
presented at last week’s council session. 

The circulated petitions carried strong 
language in its request for the new postal 
facility, stating that local residents are 
“appalled and outraged” at being rated first 
class, but only receiving second or third class 
service. 

The resolution also cited having “to share a 
postal facility with the city of Taylor, a 
deplorable situation unique in the United 
States.” 

The resolution mailed out last week also 
contained strong words, stating that the 
mayor and council “demand, in behalf of the 
30,000 residents of the city of Romulus, that 
the postal Service Corporation take steps 
forthwith to relieve the atrocity perpetrated 
against the citizens of Romulus.” 

Action for the new postal facility for 
Romulus began when Oakley first took office. 
He was unable to determine if a letter Sept. 27 
from Loutotka had been answered by ex- 
mayor James C. Stewart. 

Loukotka’s letter, according to Oakley, 
requested a response from the city of 
Romulus concerning a new post office 
building. 

In his answer to Loukotka, the mayor took 
strong issue with the postmaster’s earlier 


correspondence which indicated that postal 
service, as an alternative, was interested in 
renting a small building of only 1,782 square 
feet in small shopping plaza on Wayne Road, 
north of 1-94 Expressway. 

Oaklev criticized the proposal as being 
“totally unacceptable,” being to. small and 
located too far from the flow of traffic in the 
city. 

Instead, the mayor proposed that new post 
office of 16,000 square feet, already designed 
by the postal service, be constructed on 
federal owned land adjacent to the municipal 


center complex on Wayne Road. 

Oakley also emphasized that a new postal 
facility in Romulus would compensate in 
some meaure for the nine-square mile airport 
carved out of the city and which residents 
have had to endure for many years. 

He stated that a new post office would 
“restore lost faith in our federal government 
and at the same time perform a great service 
to our city...” 

Postmaster Loukotka is expected to 
respond to Oakley’s letter and the resolution 
in detail.

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New proposal would move jail near Hall 


The Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners has invited public 
comment on a proposal to build a 
redesigned jail complex at a new 
location in downtown Detroit. 

Commissioner Richard E. 
Manning, chairman of the board’s 
fail Construction Subcommittee, 
said the new site — where the old 
Recorder’s Court once stood — has 
five major improvements over the 
former proposed location which 
abutted Greektown”: 

— It is immediately adjacent to 
the Murphy Hall of Justice and 
police headquarters, a full block 
away from Greektown. 

— The structure has been 
.edesigned into a smaller, 7-story 
building that would not dominate the 


Greektown skyline, but would, in 
fact, blend in w r ith its surroundings. 

— Off-street parking space has 
been provided. 

— Traffic patterns have been 
revised to prevent congestion in 
Greektown. 

— The development can be made 
esthetically acceptable to the entire 
community, and an asset rather 
than a liability. 

The new' plan calls for a 400-bed 
jail north of Macomb Street between 
the police building and St. Antoine 
A two-or three-story ad- 
ministrative building, which would 
be no higher than the Greektow'n 
buildings, and a 70-space parking lot 
would be located on the so-called 


Greektown site on the south side of 
Macomb. 

The two buildings would be linked 
by tunnel. 

Manning’s subcommittee 
presented the new' plan to the Board 
of Commissioners at a Nov. 28 
meeting. The commissioners 
directed him to get reactions and 
suggestions as to possible 
modifications of the plan from 
Greektown merchants, the Detroit 
City Council. Detroit Mayor 


Coleman A. Young and the general 
public. 

John Barr, chairman of the Board 
of Commissioners, emphasized that 
“the commissioners are sensitive to 
the concerns of the surrounding 
community”.

immune deficiencies. 

Scott has been both a 
white cell and a platelet 
donor.

Tax plan options can minimize 'charges' 


Year-end efforts to minimize 
income taxes this year center on 
whether a taxpayer plans to itemize 
his deductible expenses or take the 
new standard deduction. That 
decision, said the Michigan 
Association of Certified Public 
Accountants (MACPA), will 


determine which of a number of tax- 
planning options are available. 

The CPA organization pointed out 
that the standard deduction for 1977 
tax returns is no longer a percentage 
of income, but rather a fixed amount 
— $2,200 for individuals and $3,200 
for married couples filing joint 


returns. This represents a $200 
decrease in the maximum deduction 
for individuals and a $400 increase 
for couples The CPAs suggest that 
taxpayers whose deductions are 
anywhere near the standard 
deduction should re-examine their 
method of claiming them, com- 


Humane Society says: 
'Winterize your family dog' 


Winter is arriving right on 
schedule, so the Michigan Humane 
Society reminds pet owners to think 
of winterizing their pet. 

In most cases, it is perfectly all 
right for a dog to be kept outdoors 
during the winter months — if he is 
used to it. The average dog* is able to 
acclimate himself to the weather, 
but on a gradual basis. 

Naturally, a dog that is indoors 
most of the time shouldn’t be put out 
for too long on a cold winter day. 
(i And, conversely, a dog with a heavy, 
thick coat would be most un- 
comfortable if made to stay indoors 
all day. 

When a dog is left outdoors there is 
one requirement that must not be 
overlooked. It is most important that 
the animal has shelter available at 
all times. Clean straw serves as an 
excellent bedding and insulation for 


a dog house The straw should be 
changed frequently, as once it 
becomes wet, it loses its insulation 
qualities. The dog house should face 
south, as prevailing winds are from 
the west and north. A piece of old 
carpeting makes a good flap for the 
doorway to prevent drafts 

Other cold weather reminders 
from the Michigan Humane Society 
are: 

(1) Feed your pets more often to 
provide extra energy dicing winter 
months. Such items as beef suet, 
meat or bacon dripping also are 
good additions to his winter diet. 

(2) Frequently check the food and 
water you put outside to make 
certain it doesn’t freeze. 

(3) Be alert for toxic snow melting 
substances which could make him 
sick and sting his paws. 


(4) Put a sweater on your dog 
when you walk him. It’s not a silly 
idea; it’ll help keep him warm

structing a doghouse. Simply 
request the brochure by calling your 
nearest Michigan Humane Society 
shelter or by writing to the Michigan 
Humane Society, 7401 Chrysler 
Drive, Detroit 48211. 


puting taxes both ways to determine 
which is better 

Anyone paying alimony will now' 
be able to consider taking the 
standard deduction, for alimony has 
been changed into an adjustment, 
which means it no longer is affected 
by your method of takmg deduc- 
tions. 

The CPA Association estimates 
that an individual with income of 
$14,000 or more; and average 
deductions, as well as married 
couples at almost any income level 
who also have average deductions 
for their income brackets, may find 
it better to itemize. 

Sometimes, taxpayers benefit by 
taking the standard deduction one 
year and itemizing the next bun- 
ching as many deductible expenses 
as possible in the years in which they 
itemize. If for you this is a year to 
itemize, the CPAs advise that pre- 
paid interest can no longer be 
deducted entirely in the year of 
payment but only as it would come 
due, if paid over the life of the 
obligation. 

However, they say, there is 
nothing to prevent having medical 
or dental work you need performed 
and paying for i t right awa y, making 


planned 1978 charitable or religious 
contributions now, or even paying 
some state and local taxes in ad- 
vance 

Also, if you are not covered by a 
pension or profit-sharing plan where 
you work, and decide to set up an 
Individual Retirement Account, you 
can defer the taxes on as much as 15 
percent of 1977 income, up to $1,500. 
by putting the money into such an 
account before Feb 14, 1978. In 
addition, as long as you do not ex- 
ceed the 15 percent limitation, you 
can now put an extra $250 into your 
IRA fora non-working spouse If the 
spouse works and also qualifies for 
an IRA, the two of you can con- 
tribute a total of up to $3,000 into 
separate IRAs. 

If you are considering selling 
depressed stocks or other assets 
before year-end in order to offset 
gains or other income, remember 
there has been a change in the 
holding period To create a long- 
term capital gain or toss an asset 
must now be held for more than nine 
months ( in 1978 it goes to more than 
12 months). 

Up to $2,000 of ordinary income 
can be offset by capital losses in 


excess of capital gams. This is an 
increase f rom $ 1 ,000 in 1976. For 1978 
and thereafter, the maximum in- 
come which can be offset increases 
to $3,000 

If your employer underwithheld 
taxes from the salary this year and 
you expect to owe Uncle Sam sub- 
stantial additional amounts, see if 
you can have extra taxes withheld 
from your final 1977 paychecks That 
could help you avoid a penalty 

Further advice from the CPA 
Association. 

—Begin now to gather full 
documentation to support your 
deductions, especially those having 
to do with business travel or en- 
tertainment The Internal Revenue 
Service is now taking hard line 
against the use of estimates for 
deductions of travel and en- 
tertainment expenses. 

Are there any tax changes ex- 
pected in 1978 that would affect tax 
plans now? The CPAs, who keep a 
continuing professional eye on tax 
developments, don’t think so. They 
look for no major tax developments 
to take effect before 1979, except 
possibly a reduction in rates to 
stimulate the economy.

to ending bulb give-away 


The recent U.S. District Court 
decision to accept an agreement by 
the Detroit Edison Co. to discon- 
tinue its 90-year practice of 
distributing lightbulbs to its 
customers has provided us with an 
interesting view of 'Today's' 
Democracy. 

A suit against Edison was 
brought by Lawrence Cantor, a 
small businessman and former 
owner of a Detroit drugstore. 
Cantor stated that his reason for 
challenging Edison on their 
lightbulb program was because it 
"offended my sense of in- 
dependence and my right to do 
business." 

Cantor claimed that Edison's 
program of providing free bulbs to 
its customers was not fair to the 
small businessman who was forced 
to compete with the giant utility 
that had established a virtual 
monopoly on the lightbulb 
business. He further claimed that 
Edison's program did not really 
provide the bulbs free, but rather 
added the cost of the bulbs to the 
bills of all its residential 
customers, whether they took 


advantage of the program or not. 

Cantor also claimed that Edison 
did not break down the total costs of 
the lightbulb program on its ac- 
counting ledgers. Rather, they had 
charged the cost of transportation, 
storage and handling to the basic 
utility bill. Only the cost of the 
bulbs themselves were listed 
separately by Edison accountants, 
and this procedure made it difficult 
to determine the exact costs of the 
"free" bulb program. 

Although the Cantor suit was 
dismissed by both the U.S. District 
Court, in 1973, and the Sixth U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals, Cantor 
and his contingent attorneys 
elected to take the case to the U.S. 
Supreme Court. 

That body ruled in favor of 
Cantor, and ordered the case back 
to U.S. District Court for trial. 

Rather than incur further legal 
costs, Edison entered into 
negotiations with Cantor and 
agreed to discontinue its lightbulb 
program.

Solutions and answers will be 
found to some - that is the nature of man, to 
probe and to seek . But, it is almost invitable 
that he will never know the whys and 
wherefores of everything now unexplained. 

For, if man were capable of reaching this 
point, he would understand the infinite, 
time immemorial, it has been acknowledged 
that mortal man, in all of his wisdom, will 
never comprehend the infiite for that is the 
sole domain of that power that created us 
and all of the elements of the universe. 

Christianity, only one of the religions 
which exists in the world today, teaches that 
man is made in God’s image. Quite possibly, 
that is the way it is all meant to be — that the 
creator, the maker, should never be ap- 
proached in magnitude and power by those 
that that entity breathed life into.

The principle involved in this 
case, 'a tied sale', is the 
requirement that one item— 
perhaps not desired— is provided 
free, if the consumer purchases 
another item which is desired. One 
example is Edison's free bulbs with 
the purchase of electric power. 
Another example, Eastman 
Kodak's free processing of film 
with the purchase of Kodak films. 

But in the Edison case, we think a 
larger issue is really involved. 

Since Edison is a regulated 
Michigan utility, its rate structure, 
and profit is subject to review and 
approval by the Michigan Public 
Service Commission. In the case of 
the lightbulbs, Edison apparently 
made the decision to give the bulbs 
away primarily for the purpose of 


increasing its expenses in order to 
return a higher profit. Along with 
higher expenses, came a higher 
rate of profit due to the PSC's 
approving Edison's rate structure 
on the basis of a profit being 
determined as a percentage of net 
sales. 

While we cannot argue with the 
elimination of tied sales, we do feel 
that there was at least an alter- 
native that should have been ex- 
plored prior to Edison caving in to 
Cantor. 

In the 1960s, in a court case in- 
volving a trading stamp company, 
the court ruled that the company 
must include as profit, those 
stamps that were not subsequently 
redeemed by its customers. Prior 
to that ruling, the company had not 


done so. 

We feel that the situation in- 
volving Edison's free bulbs is an 
almost exact parallel. 

We feel that it is unreasonable 
for consumers to be forced to pay 
for something that they do not 
receive, but it is also unfortunate 
that those same consumers who 
would prefer to get their bulbs on 
the pre pay plan from Edison, 
should be denied that privilege. 

We would suggest that the 
solution reached in the trading 
stamp case, be applied In Edison's 
case. Rather than discontinue the 
bulb program, Edison should 
simply be allowed to rebate to their 
customers the cost for the bulbs 
that its customers have not picked 
up.

An ominous scenario

The following is a scenario developed by 
Mr. George Douglas, National president of 
the Air Force Association, cf Selfridge Air 
Base. 

Stephen Kuchta of Belleville has passed 
it along for your consideration. 

“The moment of truth finally has come. 
The hot-line from Moscow rings in the 
White House. Secretary General Brezhnev 
of the Communist Party tells the President 
of the United States that he has just seen 
the Ambassadors of France and England. 

“He tells the President, bluntly but 
politely, what he has just told the Am- 
bassadors — that an East and a West 
Germany make no sense — that there 
must be “one” Germany as a partner in 
the Warsaw* Pact. . . which means, of 
course, a Germany under Russian control. 

“He announces that at exactly 2400 
hours, three days hence, Soviet forces will 
occqpy West Germany. 

“Brezhnev says he made it clear to the 
French that Soviet forces will not go 
beyond the Rhine — knowing full well that 
sooner or lat*r the Russian occupation of 
her neighbor will cause France — with its 
strong home-grown Communist Party — to 
join the Socialist camp without Russia 
having to fire a shot. 

“To the English Ambassador, he has 
said that if Great Britain plays it cool, it 
won’t get hurt — knowing that this once 
world power is now a military has-been. 

“To the American President, Brezhnev 
now lays it on the line — this is purely an 
internal European matter, he maintains, 
and really, none of your business. Fur- 
ther, the Soviet occupation forces — if 
unopposed — will permit Americans in 
Germany — military and civilian — to 
evacuate safely and in an orderly fashion. 


“If the United States opposes this oc- 
cupation of West Germany, adds the 
Russian leader, it must accept the con- 
sequences — the loss of untold millions of 
American lives in a Soviet nuclear missile 
attack. 

“Are you willing, he asks, to accept this 
alternative to limited internal action 
within Europe on our part? Brezhnev 
answers his own question with — ‘I doubt 
it.* 

“He made his response aware that West 
Germany is a bulwark of NATO — that its 
occupation by Russia means the end of 
NATO — that with Europe lost to the 
United States, Japan — with its inability to 
defend itself — would knuckle under — 
that the United States would be totally 
isolated. 

“All this, of course, will mean economic 
disaster in the United States — from the 
loss of raw materials and export markets. 
The long-term viability of the home of the 
free will be doomed. 

“Yet, the President is understandably 
reluctant to sacrifice the lives of millions 
of Americans in a lost cause. 

“While the President is mulling over 
these grim thoughts, Brezhnev adds this 
final touch. 

“If, he says, the United States is so rash 
and so foolish as to think of responding 
with a nuclear missile attack on Russia, 
please consider these facts: 

“As of today, citizens of the Soviet Union 
are beginning to evacuate our cities for 
hardened underground shelters, where 
food and water and other necessities of life 
have long been stored. Unlike your people, 
our citizens believe that a nuclear attack is 
not only possible, but that the Soviet 


Union can survive it. There will be many 
casualties, of course, but we lost some 
twenty million comrades in World War 
Two — and we are convinced we can take 
your missiles with even fewer losses. Not 
only ca n we surv ive y ou r a ttacks — we can 
rebuild our industry, revive our economy. 
We have machine tools secured in un- 
derground shelters. We ha ve hardened our 
industry. Even if only one-quarter of it 
survives your attack — we have a starting 
point you do not have. 

“The U.S. President knows all of this — 
too well — and Brezhnev’s declaration 
does not come as a surprise. He has been 
afraid of it for a long time His intelligence 
has convinced him that the Soviets have 
not only local mflitarv superiority in 
Europe — but global strategic superiority 
as well. 

“The change has been long in the 
making. The turning point may have been 
in 1976. 

“During that year the military buildup 
of Russia continued at an unprecedented 
rate, while the United States decided to cut 
back a little more — postpone certain 
weapon systems — reduce manpower — 
etc. 

“Secretary General B rezhnev concludes 
his phone call with: ‘Mr. President, you 
have 24 hours to begin withdrawing your 
troops from West Germany.’ 

“The Soviet Union has isolated America 
from the rest of the world — without a shot 
being fired in our direction.’’ 

Can’t happen? 

We all know that no rational human 
being would even consider unleashing a 
nuclear holocaust, but would rational 
people have developed the capability of 
destroying the earth?

Service in 


the ER

He was a man whom I’d judge to be 
somewhere in his middle 40’s. He’d been 
brought to the Annapolis Hospital 
emergency room (ER) as a suspected 
victim of a heart attack. He had arrested 
while on the treatment table, and the 
resucitation team lead by Gust 
Petropoulis, MD, had just finished 
restoring his respiratory and cardiac 
functions. 

He opened his eyes and said, “Nurse, I 
just died, didn’t I.” 

According to Chris Henderson, LPN I, 
such startling events have happened 
before in an ER. “We have documented 
reports from patients who are convinced 
that during some procedure such as 
resucitation they have expired and then 
have come back to life. 

“They report that they actually feel 
some part of themselves leave their body 
as a detached entity where they watch the 
doctors and nurses work on the body which 
remains on the table. 

“Indeed,** she concluded, “these 
patients can even repeat what has been 
said during the procedure, despite the fact 
that they were totally comatose.” 

Obviously such dramatic events are rare 
in the ER. At Annapolis some 
45,000 patients are seen each year. They 
range in severity from what the 
professionals call clinical cases, (colds, 
sore throats, rashes, fevers et al) to 
serious trauma such as heart attacks, 
poisoning, gun-shot wounds, and bodies 
broken up in falls or automobile accidents. 


This busy service is staffed by a 
professional corporation (Dr. Petrpoulis is 
the president of the corporation) and by 
nurses with special training in emergency 
medicine. 

Lori Hill, RN. , told me that she has spent 
most of her professional career in the ER 
and “It’s a part of medicine where one 
does not have the time to get bored. We do 
have our down times, but when patients 
are brought in they seem to come in 
droves. Each patient presents a different 
challenge to our expertise. And 
understood in the proper context, the ER is 
an exciting place in which to work.” 

There are five treatment stations in the 
main room, four holding areas just outside 
that room, a room for pelvic examinations, 
a cast room, an examination room, an 
endoscopy room. 

The ER is located on the main floor in 
the south portion of the hospital im- 
mediately adjacent to the intensive care- 
cardiac care unit. It is, in effect, a 
miniature hospital within a hospital. 

Kathy Williams who is an LPN-I said, 
“About the only thing I really have trouble 
with, working in this service, is the fact 
that often we don’t get to see our patients 
once we have rendered the primary care 
and the patient has been admitted to the 
hospital — We have, and I don’t mean to 
sound pompous, actually saved more than 
one life in this room — The patient is then 
transfered to the unit or to one of the floors 
and we seldom see that person unless we 
can take some time from our lunch hour 
and make a quick visit.” 


As you talk with these people, it becomes 
clear that those who commit their talents 
to emergency medicine are a special 
breed 

Our conversation was taking place in the 
small coffee room just off the main 
treatment area. I could sense a feeling of 
camaraderie which existed between the 
medical doctors and the nurses. While 
there was no breach of professional con- 
duct, you know that these people have 
immense respect and possibly even af- 
fection for each other. 

The talk sometimes rambled. I heard 
about child-en at home, husbands, a new 
car, the coming Rose Bowl football game, 
and generally about those things you’d 
hear at any gathering of six or eight 
people. The point being that these 
professionals are not one-dimensional 
bores living only in a restricted, esoteric 
world of medicine. 

As the talk continued, we were joined by 
an orderly who had been assigned ER duty 
for the day. This orderly, Angie Peltier by 
name, is one of the first females to achieve 
orderly status in the history of PCHA. She 
had just finished setting up a laceration 
tray for a physician, and prior to that she 
had been in the cast room assisting a 
physician as the physician casted a broken 
leg. There were still traces of cast 
material on her fingers, and she had a 
harried look about her. “It’s been a busy 
morning,’’ she said, “but when I’m 
assigned to the ER I’m happy because I 
leave with a tremendous sense of ac- 
complishment. It’s a fascinating service.” 
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Patriots present rookie coach with victory

LIVONIA FRANKLIN 
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A day Hawley 
won't forget

Webster defines a coach as “someone who teaches by training 
intensively, by instruction or demonstration and practice." 

Billy Hawley personifies those words. He, like the thousands of 
men and women in the United States, has devoted much of his life 
and time to teach young men how to be excellent athletes and 
outstanding citizens. 

And, for the first time since 1962, 
Hawley will not be directly involved 
in coaching. Accepting an athletic 
directorship at Wayne Memorial 
last year, Hawley bowed out as the 
high school’s varsity basketball 
coach. He also coached track and 
field on the high school and junior 
high level. 

Friday night, before the season’s 
basketball opener at Wayne High, a 
few of Hawley’s former “stars” 
along with faculty and fans showed 
up to pay Bill a tribute and in a small 
way say, “thank you" for a job well 
done. 

On hand to make a formal 
presentation of a plaque of ap- 
preciation was George Bell, prin- 
cipal at Wayne Memorial. 

“They Teally caught me by surprise," Hawley later said. “I 
didn’t know what they were up to — but it was nice of them. It’s 
going to be very difficult to watch these games from the sidelines." 

Hawiey, a lifelong resident of Wayne, broke into the varsity 
coaching ranks in 1962 first as a track coach and later as a 
basketball coach. He lettered in both sports and golf as a prep at 
Wayne High. 

He built Wayne’s track team into a state power and finished ninth 
in Class B competition in the late sixties. In fact, Ernie Righetti, the 
current Wayne cross-country and track coach was a member of 
that team. 

The 37-year-old Hawley picked up the cage pieces in 1968 and 
fitted them together to win a Mid-Wayne Conference cham- 
pionship. Hawley’s cagers have always generated enthusiasm on 
the court — win or lose. 

Among those on hand Friday night to pay tribute to their coach 
were former stars Glen Ambrose, Pat Sheridan, A1 Slamer, Clark 
Johnson, Kim Herbert, Bob Morningstar, Jay Thompson and Don

Another veteran coach’s career came to an unexpected end last 
week. 

Jim VanderHull, who coached Dearborn Fordson to a Class A 
state championship back in the fifties, resigned just before the 
v Dearborn-Belleville High basketball game. 

VanderHull moved over from Fordson to Dearborn High as a 
teacher-coach in 1966 and has coached the Pioneers to a couple of 
district titles, but never reached the success he had with the 
Tractors.

Consumer protection bills highlight session 


There has been action in the Legislature 
on two consumer protection bills, one in- 
volving mail order houses and the other real 
estate solicitations. The mail order bill has 
cleared both the House and Senate and was 
recently signed into law. It requires outstate 
mail order firms to charge Michigan 
customers interest rates on installment 
fmrchases no higher than is permitted by 
Michigan law, regardless of the allowable 
interest rate in the company’s home state. 

It is becoming increasingly popular for 
Michigan consumers to make purchases 
through catalogs, which offer them unusual 
and unique items. Many of these mail order 
companies are located outside the state and 
there had been confusion as to the site of the 
contract. Is it where the seller is located or 
where the buyer is located? 

This confusion presented a problem when 
the interest rate was figured on retail in- 
stallment sales and resulted in Michigan 


consumers sometimes paying interest rates 
allowable in other states that were higher 
than the interest rate permitted in 
Michigan, which is 1.7 percent per month. 

The situation was brought to a head when 
the Michigan Attorney General became 
involved in a suit with a large Illinois-based 
catalog company (Alden) in which the 
Attorney General claimed that Michigan 
residents who had retail sales agreements 
with the firm were paying more in in- 
stallment purchase interest than they would 
be paying if dealing with a Michigan based- 
firm. 

The bill just signed into law not only 
resolves that dispute but also eliminates the 
unfair practice of Michigan consumers 
paying higher interest rates than are 
allowable in Michigan. 

Pennsylvania enacted similar legislation 
which has been upheld by the U.S. Supreme 
Court. 


The bill on real estate solicitation has been 
approved by the House and sent to the 
S< nate, where it is now under consideration 

Although real estate companies have 
become a vital part of property tran- 
sitions, with their services valued by 
persons selling and buying property, there 
are some people who do not want to be 
contacted by real estate firms about selling 
or listing their homes. 

The bill approved by the House would 
enable them to do something about it. It 
would require the Department of Licensing 
and Regulation to compile, maintain and 
distribute lists of owners of residential 
property who do not want real estate con- 
cerns to solicit the sale or listing of their 
homes by telephone, mail or in person. 
Anyone who wanted to be on the list would 
file a statement with the department The 
placement on the list would be for a 
minimum of 30 days. The list, w'hich would

be made available to real estate compani 
would be updated every six months, w ith 
addition of new names and the elimination 
of persons wishing to be removed from thtf:. 
list 

Real estate firms would be in violation of 
the law if they contacted persons on the li** 
and would face a fine of as much as $500. 

The bill would not only be a protection l 
homeowners,, but would also help to prev 
the practice of engaging in ma 
solicitations that contribute to ‘ nunjc ■ 
selling’’ by creating the impresaioT^’th&t/j 
many properties in the same reside

Tucked away in the southeast corner of a shop- 
ping complex of some 26 stores and shops, the 
Landmark Restaurant in Van Buren Township is 
thriving 

Located in the Lakewood Shopping Center at 1-94 
and Rawsonville Road, the restaurant is franchised 
to the BF & B Corp. Four young men with the names 
of Bob Berry, Dennis Fawaz, Frank Turbiak and 
Rich Buttigieg, have got themselves an un- 
believable business that, although hard to find the 
first time, after dining there once, youTl never 
forget. 

First impressions begin the best, you’re greeted 
by a hostess and guided into a spacious area with 
booths and tables, elegantly carpeted, a warm 
friendly atmosphere. 

The noise level is quite, yet the service, revolving 
from a work center in the middleof the floor, moves 
people in and out of the building with ample time to 
enjoy a dinner slowly, with no waiting at all. Almost 
hard to believe, yet true. 

My waitress, Kathy Odom of Dearborn Heights, 
has been employed by the restaurant on and off for 
more than a year and feels that the drive is not bad, 
especially when “all the people, including the 
bosses, are so nice”. 

Kathy’s attitude started the pleasant evening on a 
even better note for any diner at the landmark. 

The dinner: 

Vegetable soup that was thick, creamy and 
delicious... salad with homemade blue cheese 
dressing that was very good and the lettuce was 
crisp and complimented with carrot sticks... 

Land and Sea, that’s what they call it... rib eye 
steak, prepared medium well (my choice)... I didn’t 
notice any artifical tenderizer, but rather a very 
choice tender piece of beef. That was the land 
part. ..The sea part 1 must admit I was skeptical of 
and approached the three breaded jumbo shrimp 
cautiously... But they were great, tender and juicy 
and as fine as any top line restaurant would ser- 
ve. ..The sauce was tangy, yet not overdone with 
spices and very delicious. 

The baked potato with sour cream was better than 
most, not mushy, but moist and baked per- 
iectiy .. The meal was garnished with several french 
fried onion rings that were very good and not 
greasy . . The candied apple rings were possibly 
decorative, but I tried them and was delighted. 

The strawberry pie is homemade, and I was able 
to salvage a taste only, because they were sold 
out... one of their better desserts. 

Rich Buttigieg, my host on and off during the 
dinner .brought cheese blintzes with sour cream and 
strawberries, and I was astounded at the excellent 
flaky crust, as well as a the filling... super. 

Menu items included appetizers, ranging from 
tomato juice for 35 cents to french fried mushrooms 
at 95 cents, salads — molded Jell-0 with vegetables 
at 55 cents to a chef salad deluxe at $2.50 — platters 
like a hamburger deluxe at $1 .95 to a stacked ham at 
$2.50, sandwiches like, hot dogs, egg salad and 
grilled cheese at 90 cents to a reuben or rib eye at 
$2.65. There are entrees of veal cutlet or fried clams 
at $2.95 through chicken, seafoood and beef liver to 
a choice New York strip steak at $4.95, will all the 
trimmings. The specials are English-style fish ‘n 
chips at $2.75 and hot roast beef at $2.45. 

Wednesday nights it’s all the spaghetti you can 
eat for $2.45, and every Sunday from 11 a.m. to 3 
p.m. there’s a smorgasbord of baked ham, meat 
balls, roast beef, spaghetti, com beef, baked 
chicken, vegetables, desserts, Jell-0 and pies at 
$3.75 for adults and $1.99 for children. 

Breakfast entrees range from continental style to 
two eggs, rib eye steak, hash browns and toast at 
$3.25, plus a lineup of omelettes, cereal and pan- 
cakes. 

Added to the menu shortly will be pastrami on 
rye, and by April, a new innovation for this type of 
operation delivery service to Belleville. Sumpter, 
Ypsilanti and Romulus.. Sounds good.

Increasing numbers of people in 
all parts of Michigan are suffering 
real hardship because they can’t get 
adequate insurance coverage for 
their cars, homes and property at a 
fair price, the state insurance 
commissioner said. 

Thomas C. Jones told the 
Economic Gub of Detroit Junior 
Executives that the existing system 
is arbitrarily forcing people to go 
uninsured or purchase less coverage 
at a higher cost. 

“Almost anywhere I turn the 
availability of insurance is a serious 
problem,” Jones said, “and the 
decrease in availability hits con- 
sumers arbitrarily. People are 
cancelled or denied coverages by an 
apparently whimsical system which 
is unknown to them and un- 
predictable.” 

Jones said his proposed essential 
insurance program, now- under 
consideration by the Michigan 
House of Representatives as HB

51%, can be a “fundamental, long- 
lasting answer to the needs of all of 
Michigan’s citizens and, at the same 
time, be attentive to the economic 
realities of the insurance market- 
place.” 

The proposal has been endorsed 
by most consumer groups and all the 
major insurance agents 
associations. 

Nevertheless, the response by 
most insurance companies has been 
“for the most part, vigorous and 
unconstructive opposition,” the 
insurance commissioner said. “In 
the eight months since the proposal 
was made, the insurance companies 
have not yet openly proposed a 
comprehensive alternative to deal 
with the serious problems facing the 
market for automobile and 
homeowners insurance. 

“Even more disappointing, I have 
yet to see a meaningful and in- 
telligent criticism of our proposal.” 

“If the insurance companies have 
a better way to deal with the 
problems facing the insurance 
market, then it is the industry’s 
responsibility to make their 
proposals and perform a con- 
structive and open role in the 
legislative process.” 

Any insurance system should be 
able to fulfill four basic public ob- 
jectives — guarantee essential in- 
surance to all risks, guarantee rates 
which are competitive and fair, 
guarantee freedom of choice bet- 
ween companies, and assure ef- 
fective and efficient regulation. But 
the present system does not and 
cannot, he said. 

The first two pa rts of the Essential 
Insurance Reform Act work to 
guarantee insurance availability 
and the last three assure rates that 
are competitive and fair, Jones said. 
They are: 

— Mandatory offer of essential 
insurance by private companies; 

— Creation of a Michigan Rein- 
surance Association to assume the 
risk of policies which companies do 
not want to keep; 

— Competitive rating, in which the 
marketplace rather than the In- 
surance Bureau wiD set rates for 
most lines of insurance; 

— Regulation of classes and 
territories, so that rates for in- 
dividuals will differ only according 
to criteria that actually affect losses 
of individuals; and 

— Mandatory merit rating, so 
that high risks will pay more for 
their insurance. 

“If the program we have 
recommended to the Governor and 
the legislature is enacted, Michigan 
consumers will notice some im- 
portant differences when buying 


their insurance,” Jones said. “Also, 
no one could ever be cancelled or 
nonrenewed unless it is for such 


reasons as nonpayment of 
premiums. Every policyholder of a 
company will be treated equally.” *

Balloonists soar 


Jewish families mark 
'Festival of Lights'

On the evening of Dec. 5, Jewish 
families the world over gathered 
together to commemorate one of the 
most significant events in Jewish 
history— an event marked by a 
miracle. 

The celebration of Hanukkah, or 
the “Festival of Lights”, marks the 
recapture, by Judas Maccabaeus 
and a small ba nd of I sraelites in 165 
B.C., of the temple in Jerusalem, 
which had been profaned by the 
pagan Syrian king, Antiochus IV. 

After Maccabaeus had seized the 
temple from the Syrian army, it was 
purified and dedicated to God with 
festivities that lasted eight days. 
Despite the fact that only one cruet 
of oil, enough for one day, was 
available for the dedication ritual, 
the one cruet lasted, miraculously, 
for the entire eight days. 

The celebration of Hanukkah 
today is centered upon the lighting of 
an eight-branched candelabrum 
called the Menorah One candle is 
lighted on each of eight nights. 

In the spirit of ecumenisum, Rabbi 
Louis I. Newman of New York City 
has observed: “The Maccabean 
spirit of the Hanukkah festival 
belongs not only to Jewry and Israel, 
but to all freedom-loving peoples. 
The preservation of the Jewish faith 
by the Maccabeans made possible 
the birth of two daughter religions, 
Christianity and Islam. The world 
always will gratefully remember the 
contributions of Hanukkah.” 

Some of the typical foods for the 
eight joyous days of feasting are 
latkes, or potato pancakes, kugen, or 
a potato pie, and the loaf of bread 
called Cholla. 


Since Hanukkah is a time to 
receive guests, as well as a family 
reunion, Jewish homes are 
decorated with candles and flowers 
to enhance the festive atmosphere of 
the occasion. 

Blue and white flowers, combined 
into beautiful arrangements by a 
local florist— or created by the 
hostess herself from materials 
obtained from the florist— enjoy a 
special tradition as a centerpiece for 
the Hanukkah table. 

Among the varieties of flowers 
available at this time of year are 
carnations, white or tinted blue, 
white roses, lavender snapdragons, 
and lavender-blue asters. And 
mixed bouquets of white and blue 
daisies, placed on either side of the 
Menorah, make for a simple but 
attractive backdrop for the edible 
“goodies”. 

LATKES 

(Potato Pancakes) 

2 cups raw grated potatoes 

2 whole eggs 

A pinch of baking powder

(Sabbath Twists) 

8 cups flour

*/< cup lukewarm water 

2 eggs. 

Pour water over salt, sugar and 
fat in mixing bowl. When lukewarm 
add yeast dissolved in lukewarm 
water, add eggs, beaten, and flour 
gradually Mix and stir, then knead 
until smooth and elastic. Cover, set 
aside in Warm place to double its 
bulk. Turn half of. dough on board, 
cut into four equal parts, roll each 
1 4 inches thick, twisting three into 
a braid; fasten ends well and place 
in floured bread pan. Cut remaining 
Mi into threeparts, roll each part ** 
inch thick, braid and lay on top of 
braid in pan Brush with beaten yolk 
of egg and sprinkle with poppy seed. 
Bake in hot oven one hour at 400 
degrees, first 15 minutes then at 350 
degrees. 


Balloon ascensions are nothing 
new to our time, but when one of the 
sport’s famous aeronaut’s is in 
town . .now that’s news. And it was 
when it occurred more than 100 
years ago. So says Barbara Wood of 
the Historical Society of Michigan.

“The celebrated aeronaut John 
Wise arrived in Detroit for a 
scheduled balloon ascension.” 
Sounds like something you might 
read in today’s pa per a nd a f un thing 
to watch on a Saturday afternoon. 

In fact, it was a popular event 125 
years ago, too. when this particular 
ascension took place. The story of 
ballooning in Michigan is detailed in 
the current issue of Chronicle, the 
quarterly magazine of the Historical 
Society of Michigan in Ann Arbor. 

Balloonists have floated over 
Michigan for more than 100 years, 
according to author John Cumming, 
director of the Clarke Historical 
Library at Central Michigan 
University, in Mt. Pleasant. 

By the time John Wise appeared in 
Detroit in 1852, he was an eminent 
balloonist, with 17 years experience, 
and the most famous U . S. aeronaut. 
His flight that sunny Saturday af- 
ternoon took him from Detroit, over 
Pontiac, to a landing in section 33 of 
Highland Township. 

Far from being an ordinary 
carnival performer. Wise was a 
scientist of his time. His ex- 
periments with hydrogen gas and 
other aspects of aeronautics were 
pioneering developments which 
were preludes to the conquest of 
space. 

Michigan’s leading expert on 
ballooning (33 ascensions) in the 
1850s was Professor Ira Thurston, 
with headquarters in Adrian. He 
constructed his own balloon and in 
collaboration with his pilot, W. D. 
Bannister, performed aerial feats 
that made headlines throughout the 
country 

On one flight in June 1855, Ban- 
nister went from Adrian over 


Sandusky and Cleveland, Ohio, 
finally landing in a dry oak tree in 
Red Bank, Penn., some 50 miles 
from Pittsburgh. Man and balloon 
had travelled 360 miles in four hours 
time, an average speed of 90 miles 
an hour, a feat which defied belief in 
1855. 

Balloonists also were popular and 
awe inspiring performers at Fourth 
of July celebrations, fairs, and other 
summer festivities in Ionia, 
Saginaw, Manchesterand Nashville. 
Often, for the sake of economy, these 
performers used the hot air rather 
than the gas balloon 

More exciting stories of ascensions 
and some disastrous descents, along 
with information on how balloonists 
helped out in the Civil War, are 
included in the article, “Up, Up and 
Away”.

Due to end Dec. 1 


State funds will 'save' 177 county jobs 


Anticipating state funds, the 
Wayne County Board of Com- 
missionershassaved71 regular jobs 
and 106 trainee posit ions which were 
due to be dropped when an austerity 
budget takes effect on Dec. 1. 

The board allocated $38,000 to 
retain 29 attorneys whose jobs in the 
Prosecutor’s Office wire to be 
terminated due to the budget 
crunch. The actions were taken at a 
Nov. 17 meeting 

Twenty clerical positions were 
restored to the budget at Wayne 
County General Hospital in a move 


that also saved 106 federally-funded 
trainee positions. 


The 20 stenographer and typist 
jobs were retained for up to three 
months while their occupants are 
placed in other departments as 
vacancies occur. 


This avoids the layoff of 106 steno 
and typist trainees. A union 
agreement requires that all the 
trainees in a given job classification 
be dropped if any regular employee 
in that classification is laid off. 

The commissioners also restored 


to the budget the Recorder’s Court 
Pre-trial Diversion Program whose 
entire staff of 18 was to be dropped 
Dec. 1. The board shifted $394,800 
from the court’s indigent legal fee 
and juror-witness fee accounts to 
fund the continuation. 

The court program was restored 
after the board was advised that it 
saves money by disposing of ap- 
propriate cases without trials. The 
board requested morthly reports on 
the cost-effectiveness of the 


program. 

Four Sheriff’s deputies’ iobs were 


extended until Feb. 4 when funding 
for a number of Sheriff’s units will 
expire. Staffing levels for the units 
will be reviewed following an ar- 
bitration ruling, expected in 
January. 

The board restored a D the assitant 
prosecutor jobs that were to be 
dropped after commissioners Rose 
Mary C Robinson and Samuel A. 
Turner, both Detroit Democrats, 
reported that state financial help is 
expected. 

Robinson, who chairs the board s 
Public Safety and Judiciary 


Committee, said state funding is 
called for in a bill introduced by 
State Rep Richard A Young of 
Dearborn Heights 
Turner, Ways and Means Com- 
mittee chairman, said the 
movement toward state aid is a 
"recognition that we are doing 


things the state should be paying 
for" in the Prosecutor’s Office 
When the austerity budget was 
adopted. Board Chairman John Barr 
said an all-out push for greater state 
recognition of the costs imposed on 
Wayne County would be made in an 
effort to minimize cutbacks. 


Warranties need not be 


' 'mysterious documents'

Many consumers see warranties 
as mysterious documents, written in 
language only an attorney could 
understand, but this attitude should 
change with the federal warranty 
law. Warranties must now be easy to 
understand and readily available for 
inspection so consumers can know 
exactly what is covered by the 
warranty before buying the product. 

While the Magnuson-Moss 
Warranty Act doesn’t require 
warranties, products which do have 


written warranties must follow its 
provisions, if they cost more than 
$15. Under the act, there are two 
types of warranties — full and 
limited. A full warranty guarantees 
a defective product will be fixed or 
replaced without charge or un- 
necessary delays regardless of who 
owns the product. Under a full 
warranty, a product also must be 
replaced or a refund given, if it 
cannot be repaired after a 
reasonable number of attempts. The 
refund, however, may be decided on 
the basis of how long ago the product 
was bought. 

On the other hand, a limited 


warranty may only cover the 
original buyer of the product and 
could pay for parts but not labor. It 
could also require the consumer to 
pay shipping and handling charges. 

Full warranties obviously are 
preferred by consumers, but check 
carefully what parts of a product are 

actually fully covered. For 
example, a television may have a 
full warranty only on the picture 
tube while the rest of the parts may 
be covered by a limited warranty. 

Since consumers who buy 
products with full warranties do not 
have to return warranty cards to the 
manufacturer to make the warranty

effective, it is important to keep the 
sales slip or the receipt attached to 
the warranty. The slip shows when 
the product was bought and can be 
used to prove a product still is under 
warranty. 

In addition, state law gives con- 
sumers some implied warranties on 
products. Consumers have the right 
to expect a product is fit for its or- 
dinary use. For example, a watch 
should keep time. Consumers also 
are protected if they follow a 
seller’s advice that a product can be 
used for a specific purpose. For 
example, if a salesperson says a 
certain sleeping bag will be com- 
fortable in zero-degree weather, it 
should be warm in cold tem- 
peratures.

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SEMCOG approves 1st chapters 


Clean water goals nearer to reality 


Ttie Southeast Michigan Council of 
Governments (SEMCOG) brought 
the 7-county area one step closer to 
meeting federal clean water goals 
Oct 20 when it approved the 
creation of a 27-member board to 
monitor wastewater treatment and 
pollution control 

By approving Chapters I and II of 
the clean water plan for southeast 
Michigan, the Council set the stage 
for "improved management of this 
area's water pollution programs”. 

Developed under provisions of the 
Clean Water Act, the recently ap- 
proved portion of the plan outlines a 
management structure composed of 
local, county, regional and state 
agencies that will share respon- 
sibilities for water quality im- 
provement in southeast Michigan. 

With that work completed, the 
council now moves ahead with 
completion of the technical portion 
of the plan, which deals with 
residuals disposal, wastewater 
treatment facilities and pollution 
from stormwater runoff. 

While recommendations in the 
management portion of the plan are 
expected to bring about improved 
water quality in southeast Michigan, 
there should be little change in the 
day-to-day activities of the over 300 


agencies already involved in 
pollution control. 

Under the plan, these agencies 
would continue to operate in much 
the same manner as they do now, 
however, their effectiveness in 
carrying out their water pollution 
control responsibilities would be 
monitored by the newly created 
Areawide Water Quality Board. 

"We have a pretty good system of 
water pollution control in the region 
right now,” said SEMCOG Chair- 
person David H. Shepherd, mayor 
of Oak Park. "But, if we’re going to 
meet the goal of swimmable and 
fishable waters called for in the law, 
we’re going to have to db an even 
better job. And that’s where the 
Areawide Water Quality Board 
comes in.” 

The Areawide Water Quality 
Board will have responsibility for 
seeing that appropriate steps are 
taken to control existing pollution 
problems and prevent potential 
problems from developing, he said. 

The board will help the agencies 
involved in pollution control coor- 
dinate their programs and help 
resolve any conflicts that may arise 
over water quality issues in the 7- 
county area. 

"Essentially, the board would be

the management arm responsible 
for seeing that the overall water 
quality plan for Southeast Michigan 
is implemented,” Shepherd added. 

Although the board will watch 
over water quality practices in the 
region, it will not have enforcement 
powers. 

"I want to point out, though, that 
the board is structured to identify 
problems and help the parties in- 
volved find solutions to those 
problems before they get out o! 
hand Because the board is com- 
posed of people from this area, it will 
be able to address local concerns 
from a regional perspective and act 
as an advocate for local concerns 
when dealing with state and federal 
agencies,” Shephered said. 

In addition to calling for the 
creation of the Areawide Water 
Quality Board and calling on 
existing water pollution control 
agencies to continue their work, 
Chapters I and II of the plan make 
SEMCOG responsible for ongoing 
areawide water quality planning. 
Ongoing planning is required by the 
Clean Water Act which says the plan 
must be reviewed every year and 
updated, if necessary. 

Following adoption by SEMCOG, 
Chapters I and II of the plan are 
being sent to all local units of 
government in the 7-county area for 
review. These communities will 
have 30 days to prepare written 
comments on this material and 
return those comments to the 
council. 

The approved portion of the plan 
then will be forwarded to the 
governor who will review it in light 
of comments from local gwemment 
and testimony by citizens who at- 
tended public hearings on the 
material last August and Sep- 
tember. 

With adoption of the management 
portion of the plan, the council will 
turn full attention to completion of 
the technical plan components. 
They deal with sludge, wastewater 
treatment facilities and pollution 
from stormwater runoff.

ornaments. More than half of these 
injuries occurred to children under 
15yearsof age. Children a Iso are the 
most frequent victims in accidents 
involving toys. Therefore, CPSC 
recommends the following safety 
advice in the selection, use and 
maintenance of hob day decorations 
and toys. 

If you are planning to buy a 
natural tree, the most important 
safety factor is its freshness. The 
higher the mositure content of the 
tree, the less likely it is to dry out 
and become a serious fire hazard. 

Fill the holder with water until the 
cut line is covered and keep the 
water at this level while the tree is in 
use. 

Set your tree up a good distance 
from any heat source. Dispose of the 
tree when the needles begin to fall 
off in large quantities. This is a sign 
that it is becoming dangerously dry. 

Metal trees present no fire hazard 
in themselves. However, they can be 
the source of a serious shock hazard 
if electric lights are attached to the 
tree. 

Sharp metal edges may cut the 
cord insulation; the metal needles 
might touch an electricaDy charged 
component. Either way, the whole 
tree will become electrically 
charged, and anyone touching the 
tree and a grounded object at the 
same time could receive a severe 
shock. 

The only way to illuminate a metal 
tree safely is to use colored 
floodlights placed in different areas 
of the room. Since the floodlights 
can become quite hot, they should be 
positioned where children can’t 
come in contact with them. If you 
purchase a plastic tree, it should be 
made of fire-resistant material. This 
does not mean that the tree will not 
bum, but only that it will not catch 
fire easily. As with natural trees, 
keep away from heat sources. 

Check your tree lights and outdoor 
lights each year before you use 
them. Look for frayed wires, loose 
connections, broken or cracked 
sockets and spots where bare wire is 
exposed. Any set that is damaged, 
should be thrown out or repaired. 
Careful handling of these products 
during unpacking, decorating and 
repacking will lessen the chance of 
hazardous damage. 

All lights should be fastened 
securely to the tree. No fight bulbs 
should come into direct contact with 
the needles or branches. Curtains 
and other flammable materials 
should be kept away from bulbs. 

Don’t overload extension cords. 
Don’t put more than three sets of 
lights on any extension cord. Keep 
the connections joints away from the 
water supply of a live tree. 

Any outdoor lights should be 
weatherproof and dearly identified 
as designed for outdoor use. Don’t 
try to use indoor lights for outdoor 
lighting. Remove outdoor lighting as 
soon as the season is over; even 
these lights are not designed to 
withstand prolonged exposure to the 
elements. 

When you leave the house or retire 
for the evening, be sure that all 
lights are turned off by unplugging 
them from the wafi outlet. Always 
disconnect any electrical appliance 
by grasping the plug, not by pulling 
on the cord. 

Finally, though it may provide a 
sense of nostalgia, never use wax 
candles on or near a tree. This is a 
very serious fire hazard. Any 
decorative candles should always 
be kept well away from children and 
any flammable material. 

Avoid placing breakable or- 
naments or ornaments with small 
detachable parts on lower branches 
where small children or pets can 
reach them and knock them off. 

Trimmings used on trees or 
around the home should be non- 
combustible or flame- resistant. An 
often recognized hazard exists in the 
combined use of spun glass “angel 
hair” and spray-on artificial snow, 
which present little fire hazard, if 
used separately. When the snow is

Safety for the holidays is a timely 
message as the U.S. Consumer 
Product Safety Commission (CPSC) 
launches its 1977 Holiday Safety 
Program. 

Between Nov. 1, 1976, and Jan. 31, 
1977, 2,200 injuries treated in 
hospital emergency rooms were the 
result of accidents with holiday 
decorations — trees, lights and 


sprayed on angel hair, the dried 
combination can burn rapidly, if 
accidentally ignited 
Some traditional holiday 
decorations may be harmful if eaten 
and this poses a hazard for young 
children. Mistletoe and holly berries 
may be poisonous, if more than a 
few are swallowed, and these plants 


should be kept out of the reach of 
children 

Fire salts, w hich produce a multi 
colored effect when thrown on a 
wood fire, contain heavy metals. 
Eating them can cause gastroin- 
testinal problems and vomiting. 

If your child consumes any of 
these possibly hazardous sub- 


stances. call your physician or 
Poison Control Center immediately. 

Fireplaces are particularly 
popular during the holidays. Before 
starting a fire, remove all 
decorations from die area and be 
sure the flue is open. 

Keep a screen in front of the 
fireplace any time a fire is burning. 


Never use the fireplace as an 
incinerator Do not burn wrappings 
or evergreen boughs there These 
can burn suddenly and rapidly, 
throwing off sparks and burning 
debris. Dispose of wrapping paper 
immediately. 

Buy toys that suit the skills and 
abilities of the child. Avoid toys that 


are too complex for young children. 

I,ook for labels that give age 
recommendations or safely in- 
formation, such as “Not Keconi- 
mended for Children Under Three” 
or “Non-Toxic” on toys likely to end 
up in little mouths 

Watch out for toys that have sharp 
edges, small parts, or sharp points. 
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Dashing through the snow 


Cross country skiing catches on in area 


“Dashing through the snow” will 
definitely be back in style this 
winter, but most of it will take place 
on cross country skis instead of the 
traditional “one horse open sleigh”. 

Why is cross country skiing 
becoming such a popular 
recreational sport? 

“Mostly because it’s so much 
fun,” says Ray Meyer, director of 
the SkiVenture Cross Country Ski 
Rental program at Maybury State 
Park in Northville. “It’s a sport that 
almost everyone, from young 
children up to senior citizens, can 
enjoy the first timeout.” Some of the 
other reasons cited by Meyer which 
are drawing people into the sport are 
exercise, improved health, family 
outings and reasonable costs. 

People who are thinking of trying 
corss country skiing for the first 
time this year will have several 
choices to make, such as, whether to 
rent equipment or purchase their 
own, what type of equipment to look 
for, what type of clothing is needed, 
and where to get instructions. Local 
residents are fortunate to have a 
wide variety of resources to help 
them with these decisions. 

Meyer offers these reasons for 
renting skis before investing in a full 
set of equipment. 

“The average rental cost per 
person is less than $5. It makes 
sense to invest a few dollars in 
rental to see if you enjoy cross 
country skiing before you invest a lot 
of money in equipment that you 
might not use. 

“It also makes sense to rent 
equipment, if you’re only going to go 
skiing a few times during the season, 
since the cost will be only about one

quarter of the cost of purchasing 
equipment. 

“The third practical reason for 
renting skis is to try a few different 
kinds in order to help you decide 
exactly what type of equipment you 
want to purchase,” Meyer ex- 
plained “Once you’ve tried it 
enough times to be certain that you 
will remain active in cross country 
skiing, and you know what kind of 
equipment you want, then it’s time 
to buy your own.” 

Those planning to purchase a full 
set of cross country equipment 
should expect to spend from $80 to 
$150 for skis, boots, poles, and 
bindings combined. Most stores 
offer “package sets,” which provide 
some savings over individually 
purchased items. Promotional 
packages always are the least ex- 
pensive, but usually contain 
equipment of lesser quality, such as 
vinyl boots. Leather boots generally 
are considered best because they 
will breath and allow the feet to 
remain warm. Top grade wooden or 
foam core fiberglass skis may cost 
up to $90 alone, but will yield 
significantly better performance 
and durability than the less ex- 
pensive packaged skis. 

Skis may be divided into two 
major catagories, those that require 
waxing and those that have a built in 
tread pattern on the sole of the ski 
and therefore do not need to be 
waxed. Wable skis allow the skier to 
adjust for different snow conditions 
and temperatures by changing 
waxes and consequently allow for 
maximum performance in any 
situation 


No-wax skis offer greater con- 
venience, especially for families 
with young children, but will lose 
some performance in fresh dry snow 
and under icy condition. There is 
little difference in overall costs 
between the two, so it’s mainly a 
choice between performance and 
convenience. 

Regardless of whether your skis 
are rented or purchased, vour 
comfort, and enjoyment, will depend 
upon making the correct choice in 
your clothing. Most beginners tend 


to •overdress”, according to 
Meyer’s experience at SkiVenture. 

The cross country skier is in 
a state of constant motion, similar 
to walking,” he explained, ”so the 
body is always producing heat at a 
relatively steady pace. 
Usually, a wool sweater and wind- 
breaker along with a hat and mittens 
will be enough to keep the skier 
comfortable even in very cold 
weather. 

“Wool socks are definitely 
required, but don’t put on too many 
extra socks or the circulation in your 


feet will be impaired and they will 
become cold very quickly!” 

Instructions will be available from 
several sources this season Both 
Maybury State Park in Northville 
and Leslie Golf course in Ann Arbor, 
near U.S. 23 and Plymouth Road, 
will offer group lessons in addition to 
ski rentals for under $5. Several 
local parks and recreation depart- 
ments, including Wayne, Plymouth, 
and others will host one-night clinics 
and classes sponsored by Michigan 
Wilderness Consultants Inc., for a 
fee of $5, including ski rental Exact 


times and locations may be obtained 
from the recreation departments or 
by calling Michigan Wilderness 
Consultants Inc. at 326-3188. 

Most stores offer free indoor 
clinics on waxing techniques, 
clothing selection and equipment 
selection, and several of the local 
skiing clubs, including American 
Youth Hostels, sponsor lessons. 

Obviously, the opportunities to 
enjoy cross country skiing are 
plentiful. In fact, it might be the best 
solution to combating the cold 
weather that you’ve ever tried!

Christmas may come once a year, but with it comes a 
whole calendar’s worth of entertaining and gift giving. 
When friends stop by, it’s good to know you have a few 
sweet nibbles on hand as well as an “extra’* gift, 
especially from your kitchen. 

This is where Quick Fondant Wafers come to the 
rescue. They’re smooth, creamy confections easily 
prepared in advance of the holidays and store nicely until 
you need them. A mixture of Certo fruit pectin, con- 
fectioners sugar and flavor extract is kneaded until 
smooth and rolled out on a pastry board. Follow directions 
for preparing cutout shapes to be used as tree decorations. 
The basic fondant can be tinted to make the decorations 
that much more festive. 

As you wrap gift packages of fondant wafers, be sure to 
show off several in a glass candy jar with tight fitting 
cover. Place cutout fondant figures on a miniature tree as 
an invitation for youngsters to select their own edible 
decorations. 

Quick Fondant Wafers 

1 bottle (6 fl. oz. ) liquid fruit pectin 

2 pounds confectioners sugar 

1 pound (about) confectioners sugar 

2 teaspoons peppermint, rum, almond or orange extract 
(optional) 


24 drops (about) food coloring (optional) 

Pour fruit pectin into a bowl. Gradually add 2 pounds 
confectioners sugar, mixing well after each addition. Add 
flavoring and food coloring. (Mixture will be very stiff). 
Divide into four parts; wrap in wax paper or cover with a 
wet cloth. Use remaining 1 pound (about) confectioners 
sugar to dust board and rolling pin. 

Place one fourth of the fondant at a time on a pastry 
board, well dusted with sugar. Knead until smooth, adding 
sugar to board as needed and lifting with a spatula to 
prevent sticking. (Any unrolled portion may be wrapped 
in wax paper or plastic wrap and stored at room tem- 
perature overnight) 

Roll out with sugar-dusted rolling pin, about V 4 inch 
thick, turning often and dusting with sugar to prevent 
sticking. Cut out with cookie cutters dipped in con- 
fectioners sugar. If desired, make a small hole at top of 
each wafer with a wooden pick. Place, top side down, onto 
wax paper on baking sheets or trays. Press trimmings 
together; knead again until smooth, roll and cut, or shape 
into small balls. Allow to dry, uncovered, for 24 hours, 
turning once. Pack wafers in layers between wax paper in 
a loosely covered box. Makes about 2-% pounds 
Note: To tint and flavor each portion of fondant dif- 
ferently, add ^ teaspoon extract and 6 drops food coloring 
after dividing.

With the price of houses going up 
every day, selling a home you have 
lived in for severl years can be a 
revealing experience. The value of 
your home probably has 
skyrocketed. 

While it’s nice to make a profit on 
the sale of your home, the thought of 
paying taxes on that profit probably 
is not so nice. But, if you are age 65 
or older, sell your home in 1977 or 
later, and meet a couple of 
requirements, thanks to a change in 
the tax law, you may be eligible for a 
larger tax break than in past years. 
In fact, claiming this break on the 
sale of your home can save you 
many dollars on your 1977 tax 
return. 

If the adjusted sales price of the 
home you sell is $35,000 or less, you 
can exclude the entire gain from the 
sale of the home and pay no taxes on 
your profit. This means that if you 
bought a home for $15,000 in 1957 and 


sold it in 1977 or later with an ad- 
justed sales price of $35,000, you 
would pay no tax on your $20,000 
profit. 

If the adjusted sales price is more 
than $35,000, the tax break is 
prorated. In the past, the full tax 
break could be taken only if the 
adjusted sales price was $20,000 or 
less. Of course, as indicated, you 
must be age 65 to benefit from this 
break. 

When the law speaks of adjusted 
salesprice, it means the amount you 
receive after paying selling com- 
missions and certain allowable 
fixing-up expenses. For example, if 
you sell your home for $45,000, pay a 
selling commission of $1,500, and 
incur allowable fixing-ip expenses, 
such as painting part of the interior 
of the house, of $500, your adjusted 
sales price is $43,000. 

To report the sale of your home 
you use Form 2119, “Sale or Ex-

change of Personal Residence”. 
After entering your sales price, 
selling commissions, and fixing-up 
expenses on the proper lines of the 
form and calculating your adjusted 
sales price, you must complete the 
form to determine the amount of 
your gain, and the amount of the 
gain, if any, that is taxable. 

Form 2119 should be attached to 
your tax Form 1040, and the amount 
of taxable gain (after capital gain 
provisions) is ultimately added to 
the rest of your taxable income on 
Form 1040. Bear in mind you must 
use the 1040 form to claim this tax 
benefit. 

Now, what are the requirements 
for claiming the exclusion on the 


sale of a personal residence by an 
older American? 

First, you must have owned and 
used the property as your principal 
place of residence for a t least five 
years within an eight -year period, 
ending on the date of sale. 

The second requirement is that 
you must never have used the tax 
exclusion before, because it may 
only be used once in your lifetime. 

More information on the sale of a 
home by older Americans is 
available free from the Internal 
Revenue Service in Publication 523, 
“Tax Information on Selling or 
Purchasing Your Home”, and 
Publication 554, “Tax Benefits for 
Older Americans”.

In 1933, a year that 
changed the future of many when 
the banks were closed, Myron lost 
$30,000 dollars, money he had in- 
tended to use to expand his printing 
business. 

Myron married his present wife, 
Lois, in 1937 and moved to Romulus 
where he owned property. During 
World Warll, Myron went to work at 
Stinson Aircraft Co., once again 
using his knowledge of the machine

At home Myron began raising 
chickens and selling eggs. In 1946

A person 
receiving them need only abide by 
what Myron calls his “rules and 
regulations” for the tapes.

Know your needs before you buy

Handicapped: When does therapy end? 


When do people stop needing other 
people? Why is there a different 
attitude toward a person who 
depends on his auto mechanic from 
that toward the person whose suc- 
cessful functioning depends on 
continuing work with a physical 
therapist? 

Bill Kiser, the 1976 Handicapped 
American of the Year, has given a 
lot of thought to these kinds of 


questions. Because of his own 
cerebral palsy, he knows what it is 
to depend on other people— and to 
strive for independence. His column 
this month deals with “When Does 
the Therapy End?”

Many handicapped people today 
are asking, “When does the therapy 
end?” As a person with a very 
severe cerebral palsy involvement, 


different forms of therapy have 
been, and still are, an important 
part of my life. I’ve been through the 
gamut of physiotherapy, and oc- 
cupational therapy, and speech 
therapy, and comprehensive 
rehabilitation. Each has given me 
some benefits. None has been a 
panacea. 

Many disabled people, especially 
the developmentally disabled, have

compared therapy with education. 
Therapy was supposed to be a 
preparation for a better life. We 
often thought that when we com- 
pleted our therapy we would begin 
to live like other people. This may be 
the case for some handicapped 
people, but for others of us it is a 
fallacy. Not only do we require 
therapy to accomplish anv new 
goals, but it often is essential to 
maintain our present level of func- 
tioning. 

As more severely handicapped 
people attempt to find employment, 
live independently, and function 
within their communities, they are 
finding that the need for 
rehabilitation services never ceases. 
Fortunately, there seems to be a 
growing realization on the part of 
many professional and lay leaders 
that the severely handicapped need 
follow-up services, if they are to 
reach and maintain their maximum 
potential. 

Many of us find ourselves in a 
great dilemma because of this. On 
the one hand we are forced to admit 
that we need many types of therapy 
and on the other hand we resent 
what could be called the 
“therapeutic” outlook of others. We 
often have difficulty dealing with the 
fact that when we need others to help 
us, it can create problems in 
establishing normal, healthy 
relationships. This is often apparent 
in family situations. If a han- 
dicapped person has been dependent 
on those around him for a long 
period of time, it is difficult, if not 
impossible, for these people to see 
him as an equal human being. 

My own work with rehabilitation 
publications is very rewarding, but I 
do not know whether the people I am 
working with see me as patient or 
co-worker. The fact that I often need 
their professional help does nothing 
to ease this problem. I sometimes 
want to write about the sex life of the 
African ant in order to escape from 
the therapeutic context. 

It would be easy to blame this 
entire problem on the nonhan- 
dicapped. This is not wholly 
justified Recently, when I sought 
professional advice on this very 
problem, I realized to my astonish- 
ment that by seeking help I was 
reinforcing the very problem that I 
was trying to solve. In our attempts 
to improve ourselves and gain a 
greater independence, we 
sometimes find ourselves 
developing a greater dependency 
on others. 

If we who are handicapped require 
certain forms of therapy, does this 
mean we are inferior? This is the 
crux of the dilemma. If our need for 
therapy and other types of services 
does denote inferiority, we have 
little hope of gaining equal 
citizenship. It became evident 
during the recent White House 
Conference on Handicapped In- 
dividuals that disabled people do not 
feel that their need for special 
services should take away any of 
their rights as citizens. 

When society learns to value in- 
terdependence more than in- 
dependence for everyone, the 
handicapped will have a far greater 
chance of a rewarding life. Today 
most people are dependent on their 
plumbers, TV repairmen and auto 
mechanics— and think nothing of it. 
Barbers and beauticians provide 
necessary services without creating 
any stigma for their clients.

Yu/e opera, 
'Night Visitor', 
opens at MH 


“Amahl and the Night Visitors'’, 
the most popular Christmas opera 
ever written, will be seen in an all- 
new Michigan Opera Theatre 
production on Dec. 17 and 18 at the 
Music Hall Center There will be a 2 
p m. matinee on both days, plus a 
6:30 p.m. performance on Sunday. 
The opera, as with all MOT 
productions, will be sung in English. 

Written by Gian Carlo Menotti, the 
one-act “Amahl" is the first opera 
created especially for television. It 
becamean instant tradition after the 
nation first saw it on Christmas Eve 
1951. Its inspirational story 
surrounds a heart-warming en- 
counter between the Three Kings 
and a crippled shepherd boy, and the 
lesson in giving he taught them. 

In the lead role of Amahl is 13- 
year-old Michael Wantuck, a rising 
young star from Bloomfield Hills. 
When Michigan Opera Theatre held 
a boys-only audition (following 
composer Menotti’s wish that adults 
never be cast in the role of the young 
shepherd) the producers never 
expected to come up* with such a 
seasoned stage professional as 
Michael. 

Young Wantuck has starred in the 
title role in “Oliver” on tour with 
Vincent Price; has toured with 
Sandy Duncan in “Peter Pan”; and 


has appeared in other professional 
productions such as the drama “The 
Me Nobody Knows.” On television, 
Michael has appeared on a Jackie 
Gleason special and in a number of 
commercials. 

He also is the current national 12- 
year-old three-meter divine 
champion and has won a number of 
medals for his gymnastic abilities 

Other lead performers in “Amahl 
and the Night Visitors” are Thomas 
Parker, David Lemelin and Larry 
Albert as the Three Magi, and Astrid 
Tutelian as the Mother. The 
production also features a chorus of 
11 and the chamber ensemble from 
Orchestra Detroit. 

“Amahl” is being directed by 
Preston Terry and conducted by 
Steven Glenn. The new sets and 
lighting design have been created by 
David Johnson, and the new 
costumes are by Lorenzo 
Mascarenas.

Curator to discuss 
pressed glass use 


People fascinated by the tints and 
texture of antique glassware can 
immerse themselves on Dec. 9 in an 
informative Henry Ford Museum 
lecture on the first major American 
innovation in glassmaking — 19th 
century pressed pattern gjass. 

Jane Shadel Spillman, associate 
curator of American glass, the 
Corning Museum of Glass, will 
present a lecture and slide 
presentation on the manufacture by 
pressed glass techniques of pitchers, 
candleholders, goblets, plates, 
complete table settings and other 
items. Slides will show objects in 
both the Henry Ford Museum 
collection and Tlie Coming Museum 
of Glass. The lecture will be in 
Henry Ford Museum Theater at 8:30 
p.m., and admission will be $3. 

Pressed glass-making, which 
employed a stamping machine to 
imprint designs into heated, soft 
glass, emerged in the 1820s and 
continued through the century. Ms. 
Spillman will tell the story of 
pressed pattern glass through the 
documents of the era, such as 
patents and catalogs. 

Ms. Spillman is an authority on 
American glass and historical ar- 
chaeology. She holds a bachelor of 


arts degree from Vassar College and 
a master of arts degree in museum 
studies from the Cooperstown 
Graduate Program. She also has 
undertaken archaeological ex- 
cavations at English and American 
glass factories. She has been em- 
ployed at the Corning Museum of 
Glass of Coming, N.Y., for 12 years. 

Five other distinguished speakers 
also will highlight specialized areas 
of Early American decorative arts 
and culture during the current 
lecture series. 

On Jan. 13, George O. Bird, for- 
merly senior curator of Decorative 
Arts, Greenfield Village and Henry 
Ford Museum, will discuss “Art 
Pottery of the United States.” On 
Feb. 10, Sarah B. Sherill, associate 
editor, the Magazine Antiques, will 
offer “Hie World at our Feet: Floor 
Coverings in America, 17th to mid- 
19th Century”. 

On March 10, Phillip H. Curtis, 
curator of Decorative Arts, the 
Newark Museum, will review “A 
History of Procelain Manufacture in 
America”. On April 14, Henry J 
Kauffman, noted author, lecturer 
and collector, will survey the subject 
of “A History of American Metals”. 
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Hilberry features 
Miller "twin bill' 

A double bill of plays by Arthur Miller — “A View from the Bridge” and “A 
Memory of Two Mondays” — joins the Hilberry Theatre repertory at 8:30 p.m. 
Dec. 14, with previews at the same time Dec. 9 and 10. 

When “A View from the Bridge” first opened on Sept. 29, 1955, at the Coronet 
Theatre in New York City, New York Times critic Brooks Atkinson called it a 
play with “power and substance . . everything about ‘A View from the Bridge’ 
rings true”. Henry Hewes, writing for the Saturday Review, described it as 
“gripping, unflinchingly real as well as poetic”. 

Hewes called “A Memory of Two Mondays,” originally presented on the 
same bill, “a real and important part of Arthur Miller’s exploration of modem 
man’s struggle against indignity”. Walter Kerr, critic for the new York Herald 
Tribune, urged audiences to see the double bill as it was a “must for anyone who 
is at all interested in what the contemporary American Theatre is thinking 
about”. 

“A View from the Bridge,” a second on the evening’s bill, is being presented 
in the revision, which was so successfully produced in London in 1956. 

Here Miller has recast verse passages from the original into prose, enlarged 
the women’s roles and elevated the central character of Eddie Carbone, who is 
self-deluded like Willy Loman in “Death of a Salesman”, but dies to save his 
name, like John Proctor in “The Crucible”. 

“A Memory of Two Mondays” is set in a large auto parts warehouse in 
Manhattan during the Depression. The play, an almost plotless tragi-comedy, 
focuses on the people who work in the warehouse, people defeated by their 
“endless, timeless, will-less environment”, as Miller says.

It's that time again! 


Chop your own tree can be family outing 


A trip to the country to find a 
special tree to grace the family’s 
living room at Christmas is an age- 
old custom that is being revived 
each year at Michigan’s choose-and- 
cut Christmas tree farms, according 
to the Automobile Club of Michigan. 


“Even a latter-day Scrooge can’t 
help but get in the holiday spirit 
after a wagon ride through a snowy 
field of evergreens with the entire 
family,’ ’said Joseph Ratke, Auto 
Club touring manager. 


Virginia mountains,’’ Ratke noted. 

Smallest of the trees are the 
“table top” models just right for 
mobile homes, apartments or 
children’s bedrooms. The largest, 
including exotic Austrian, French 
and concolor pines, as well as 
Michigan’s state tree, the white 
pine, can fill the corner of any room. 


Auto Club offers these tips for 
persons cutting their own trees this 
season : 


—If going on a weekend, bring a 
hand saw. Although 67 farms lend 
saws, they all may be in use upon 
arrival. Axes are not allowed on 
most farms. 


Always check Christmas lights for 
bare wires before decorating and 
make sure electrical outlets won’t be 
overloaded. 


Monday through Friday and 9 a.m. 
to dusk Saturday and Sunday, call 
(313) 982-3772. 


For a small charge, at least one 
farm treats spruce trees— which 
usually drop needles fastest— with a 
preservative to retard shedding. 


—Keep in mind that while most 
pines and Douglas firs hold needles, 
balsams and spruces shed profusely, 
if not properly watered. 


Each year more farms than ever 
go out of their way to make tree- 
cutting trips special events by of- 
fering pony and wagon rides, Yule 
log fires and train rides, plus free 
treats and weekend visits by Santa, 
he added. 


Michigan’s farms sell more than a 
dozen tree types, with prices 
ranging from $1 for Scotch pines to 
$20 for blue and Norway spruce and 
up to $50 for large flocked trees— 
sealed and sprayed with special 
snowy coating. 


—After choosing a tree, saw close 
to the ground.

Michigan include:

—Although most farms provide 
twine to tie trees to cars, bring rope 
just in case. Tie the tree’s base at the 
front of the car. 


(3) TOLLANDER, 7166 Bryce 
Road, Port Huron, 30,000 trees at $6 
and up, open daily 10 a.m. to dusk, 
call (313) 985-8951. 


At many of the farms listed on the 
Auto Club’s guide, hot apple cider 
and homemade donuts are sold and 
there are farm animals children can 
feed and pet. 

“One owner even dispenses free 
peach brandy recipes, wnile another 
sells handmade toys from the 


Forty-nine of the state’s 78 farms 
feature trees eight to 25 feet tall for 
churches and businesses. 


Eight operations clean trees by 
machine and 33 wrap trees for easy 
transport. Almost all farms have 
pre-cut trees. 


—Store trees in a bucket of water 
in a cool area. Before placing in a 
stand, cut an inch or two off the base 
to help the tree absorb water. Fill 
the stand with water daily. 

—Avoid placing trees near heating 
ducts or open flames.

MIKE NYHEUS

It is customary to hyperbolize and 
hit the keys on the typewriter that 
only turn out superlatives such as 
“thebest” when describing the “All- 
Area” football players. 

It is true ... the 1977 prep grid crop 
is the finest in recent years. 

This year, the ANP sports staff 
and area coaches also shied away 
from tradition and, instead of 
selecting the usual 22 or 23 players 
for the mythical team, named 33 for 
the accolades. 

As one coach explained, “We 
should have a team that we could put 
on a field ready to compete and with 
ample supply of reinforcements so 
that we could substitute freely.” 

The unprecedented All-Area 
football team could do that, and 
much more. It’s offensive lineup, 
with such outstanding quar- 
terbacks as Plymouth Salem’s Rich 
Hewlett and Westland John Glenn’s 
Bill Lee could, without being 
hyperbolous, can stack up with the 
best in the state. 

The offensive All-Area alignment 
also includes running backs Jerry 
Cifor (Livonia Franklin), Doren 
Mason (Livonia Churchill), and 
Kelvin Patterson (Belleville). 

This year’s ends on offense are 
sure-handed Jim Irwin (John Glenn) 
and Larry Vojtkofsky (Wayne 
Memorial). 

Up front providing protecting for 
theQB and openingup the holes are 
guards Mike Nyheus (Plymouth 
Canton), Paul Neville (Churchill) 
and Mike Bossory (New Boston 
Huron) , while AU-Sta ter Bob Dasher 
(Plymouth Salem) and Larry 
LeValley (New Boston Huron) hold 
down the center positions. 

The All-Area tackles on offense 
include Tom Jurewicz (John Glenn), 
Bob Tamm (Cherry Hill), Bruce 
Piper (Plymouth Salem) and Mike 
Broome (Franklin). 

LEE, one of Glenn’s tri-captains, 
ends a three-year varsity career at 
Glenn in which he started at quar- 
terback for two. He holds 14 school 
records and this year connected on 
45 of 90 passes for 7 15 yards and nine 
touchdowns. During his three years, 
the 17- year-old, 6-0, 175-pound senior 
has thrown 178 passes and had only 
three intercepted. He was the all- 
Northwest Suburban Conference 
quarterback for the past two years 
and was voted by the coaches in the 
league as “the outstanding back of 
the conference in 1977.” 

“Lee gave us great leadership 
along with superb quarterbacking,” 
said first year coach Chuck Gordon, 
whose Rockets finished 7-2 on the 
season and shared the conference 
title with Livonia Franklin. 

HEWLETT was the Coach Tom 
Moshimer’s wishbone offense. The 
versatile junior was the mainstay of 
the Rock attack and led his team to 
an untarnished 9-0 regular and a 7-0 
Suburban 8 Conference season. 




En terprise-Roman 
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Salem entered the post-season 
playoffs without the services of their 
injured junior quarterback and lost 
to Portage Central. It is only 
speculation, of course, but few 
believe that Portage would have 
escaped the Rocks with Hewlett in 
the lineup. 

The 17-year-old junior broke his 
collarbone against Dearborn, the 
final game of the league season and 
missed the last two games. But 
during the time he spent on the field 
he managed to chalk up 900 yards 
and rushed for an average of nine 
yards per carry. 


“He is one of the finest quar- 
terbacks in this school’s history and, 
we’re going to have him back next 
year,” Moshimer said. 

CIFOR’S quickness made him an 
exciting and potentially dangerous 
runner as Glenn unfortunately had 
to learn the hard way. Cifor rushed 
for a record-breaking 200 yards 
against the Westlanders to help 
Franklin win a key game that 
enabled Coach Armand Vigna’s 
Patriots take half of the Northwest 
Suburban championship. 

“He is one of the quickest runners 
from the line of scrimmage we have 
ever coached,” Vigna pointed out. 


Cifor rushed for 700 yards in 150 
carries and his 200 yards against 
John Glenn was a school record 

MASON made Livonia Churchill a 
threat. Also a junior, Coach Ken 
Kaestner says “that Doren is one of 
the greatest competitors I have ever 
coached. 

“He is a tremendously dedicated 
football player and whatever suc- 
cess we had in the backfield came 
through his efforts,” Kaestner 
added. 

PATTERSON was the man op- 
ponents had to stop on offense at 
Belleville but few managed to corral

Kelvin was “Mr. Everything” for 
the Tigers as he also returned the 
punts and kickoffs to the tune of 370 
yards. Drafted to play a safety on 
defense, Patterson also counted 26 
tackles in his part-time role. 

IRWIN seemed to always be at 
the right place at the right time for 
the Rockets. He made 19 catches 
which were translated into 385 yards 
for 20 1 yards per reception. He also 
accounted for five touchdowns and 
established four new school records. 

The Lee-to-Irwin passing threat 
was one of the best in the school’s 
history. / 

VOJTKOFSKY, who is as tough a 
player as his name is to pronounce, 
(and spell) was a two-way starter 
for Wayne Memorial this season, 
handling both a defensive back and 
wide receiver’s job. 

“Larry has sure hands and is a 
tough hitter,” Wayne Coach Floyd 
Carter said. “He is one of the 
toughest players a round and served 
as one of our captains.” 

Vojtkofsky averaged 14 games per 
reception and alsoaveraged at least 
one interception per game. 

NYHEUS, considered Plymouth 
Canton’s best offensive lineman, has 
been “Mr. Consistency” on Coach 
Dave Schuele’s team. The 6-2, 202 
pound rugged senior was an 
unanimous Western Six Conference 
choice and has been named to 
several area teams. 

“I’ve been coaching a long time,” 
said Schuele,” and I sincerely feel 
that Mike isoneof thebest, if not the 
best, offensive lineman I have ever 
coached. His blocking efficiency is 
way up there a nd , you k now, we had 
to use him both ways so he had to be 
tired and he still got the job done.” 

BOSSORY, who started his 
athletic career at Romulus High, 
transferred to New Boston Huron to 
complete his senior year. And Coach 
Tom LeBeau was happy that he did. 
Mike helped to stabilize the Huron 
line, according to LeBeau. 

NEVILLE, a 6-0, 190-pound 
junior, was instrumental in opening 
up the holes for Mason and was one 
of the Chargers' leaders. 

“Paul has great speed to go along 
with his size,” said Kaestner, “and 
opponents really respected him. 
He’s a real competitor and he’ll 
form the nucleus of our team next 
year ” 

DASHER was named to just 
about every “all” team there is.

The Associated Newspapers All- 
Area defensive team is rich in 
talent, and wise in football acuity. 
The 17 players and a kicking 
specialist honored on these pages 
are some of the reasons that most of 
the area teams had a winning season 
in 1977 

Subsequently, of the teams 
covered by the ANP, three - 
Plymouth Salem, Livonia Franklin 
and Westland John Glenn captured 
conference championships Salem 
posted a perfect 9-0 record and its 
only loss was sustained in the post- 
season Class A state playoffs to 
Portage Central 

Glenn and Franklin shared the 
Northwest Suburban Conference 
title

Breaking from tradition, the ANP 
this year also nominated a kicker for 
the A II- Area team He’s sure-footed 
Don Boka who has saved the 
Patriots with his field goal and 
punting in more than one game 
In fact, Boka drin't miss an extra 
point try this season and he booted 
three field goals Punting -wise, he 
averaged 35 yards a try 
“Boka has tremendous potential,” 
said Franklin Coach Armand Vigna, 
“His versatility makes him in- 
despensible We not only used him as 
a kicker, but a defensive lineman 


and when our quarterback was hurt, 
Don also handled that uosition.” 

LEVERENZ, was the team leader 
and captain, pointed out Coach 
Floyd Carter A unanimous pick for 
the all-Great Lakes 8 Conference 
teams, Chns has made these pages 
as an All Area grappler and is 
considered one of the finest 
wrestlers in the state 

As a gridder, however, he ac- 
counted for 81 initial hits and 41 
assists and sacked the quarterback 
at least a dozen time for losses His 
teammates have awarded him the 
coveted “Headhunter’’ Trophy three 
times this year for his outstanding 
defensive play 

WAUER is a three-year lettermen 
who helped turn Huron’s football 
program around He counted 10 solo 
tackles this year, 52 assists and had 
four solos of the QB 

“Jeff and Larry LeValley helped 
anchor our defensive line,” said 
Coach Tom LeBeau, “and the two 
provided us with an excellent 1-2 
punch ” 

BOYS EL is a very aggressive 
gridder who loves con tact and knows 
hard-hitting The 6-0. 185-DOund 


senior doesn’t have the big size 
usually associated with the position, 
but Coach Ken Kaestner’s team is 
groomed more for speed than size. 
His prep grid career may have 
ended, but the college scouts predict 
a good future for him 
OSTRANDER has the size -he’s 
6-3 and 215 pounds -and has been 
labeled as “one of the finest blocking 
tackles who has ever worn a Wayne 
football uniform,” according to 
Carter 

A two-way starter for the Zebras 
at tackle. Ostrander was one of the 
reasons why Wayne rivals usually 
went to the air or kept their game 
plan with Mike in mind 
VERROT was BeDeville's leading 
tackier He compiled 100 massisted 
and assists during a campaign that 
found the Tigers usually cn defense 
most of the time Brent also 
recovered a near-record seven 
fumbles and for his outstanding and 
unselfish performances was elected 
the Tigers' MVP and co- captain 
“Definitely our team leader 
through the 1977 season,” noted 
Coach Pat Stokes 
BURNS is categorized as a “very 


physical and intense competition,” 
according to Coach Chuck Gordon 
“He’s the kind of player every coach 
dreams of having on a team He very 
coachable and is tireless in his ef- 
fort ’’

Survival planning; 
Good hunting practice 



As I write this column a radio bulletin has just an- 
nounced the termination of the search for the missing 
Warren youth who was last seen tracking a wounded 
deer on the edge of a Kalkaska swamp. 

Last October, while hunting unfamiliar terrain on 
Bois Blanc Island, I was tracking a deer that I had 
wounded. As night fell I found myself in an un- 
believeably thick tangle of wind downed trees and 
briars. 

As I fought my way through, around and out to the 
edge of the road I headed in the direction in which I felt 
the hotel lay. After 20 minutes of walking down the 
road I realized that I was going in the wrong direction. 

For one fleeting moment I had the sinking feeling 
that I was lost. Fortunately, I merely headed in the 
other direction and shortly I was sitting in the hotel 
feeling none the worse for my momentary misad- 
venture. 

Most talk of survival and survival techniques puts 
people in mind of wilderness areas. However, a fifty 
acre swamp can be a veritable jungle should you 
become disoriented. Knowing survival techniques and 
having the means with which to survive could keep you 
from spending a long uncomfortable night in the 
woods, or possibly could decide whether you come out 
at all. 

When I returned from Bois Blanc I immediately 
started assembling a survival pack. I bought what is 
known as a day pack for about ten dollars, and found 
that it would also serve quite well to carry my 
“possibles” afield. Possibles are items that a bow 
hunter feels he might have need of in the field. In this 
easy to carry style of back pack I placed the following 
items. 

25’ of %” nylon rope 
1 poncho 

1 small hand towel 
1 pair gloves 
1 pull over hat 
1 compass 
1 backpackers axe 
10 sticks of jerky 
assortment of bandages 
1 small canteen 
1 small metal mirror 
25’ of %” nylon rope 
1 sportsman blanket 
1 small plastic bag 
1 pair wool socks 
1 medium weight sweater

My oldest boy will start deer hunting next year and he 
too will be carrying his own survival pack. After 
hearing about the misfortune of the Warren youth, I 
feel the six pounds the pack weights is well worth the 
added effort of carrying it.

Moshimer earns coveted title 


Coaches usually admit to “cycles” 
when it comes to athletic talent.
